The above changes to claim 70 were made to better distinguish from the 
teachings of the prior art by more particularly pointing out that the first and second

inserted into the opening. Note, in the prior art of Suzuki, the pressing elements contact 
the dressing both before and after the dressing is inserted into the opening, as argued by 
applicant on pages 26 and 27 of the amendment dated January 3, 2007. Additionally, 
claim 74 was canceled since it was essentially a double recitation of the subject matter 
recited in claim 70.
